Tho flight.by Major Zanni has 
beon vory succossful to date; and 
the time axcellont (though not ax 
spoody as Captain Doisy’s) Tho 
Argentinian, loft Amsterdam on 
July: 26, with .two companions 
(ono an Englishman) flying o 
Tokker machine with British 
engine. Ho reached Paris’ the 
same afternoon, and arrived at 
Lyons tho next day. . His 
romaining stages wore equally 
rapid. including arrival at 
Conatantinople on July 31, 
Bagdad on August 1, Karachi on 
August 2, Nasirabad Aug. «5, 
Allahabad Aug. 6 and Calcutta 
Ang. 8 During the flight across 
India ho broke his propeller in o 
forced landing, and a new one 
had to be fitted.

cage was. rested this -morning, 

Ho was questioned for somo 
timé as to the time .whon tho 
notos with which he had refrosh- 
od his memory wore Written, but 
he maintained throughout that 
they wero written directly afte 
ho saw prinoner. : 

Witness was thon asked if he 
saw anyone walkjag or running 
along thé hillside about that 
time: and ho replied that he

Ho said ho had heon stunding

BOY AGAIN DISAPPEARS 
“MYSTERIOUSLY. 


‘Tho announcomont of tho dis- 


appearance,—tunder—inyaterious, 


ciroumatances, of the principal 
witness in tho.caso, a small boy, 
was tho "bombshell" dropped by 
Mr. J. H, B. Nihill at tho Crim- 
inal Sossions this morning whon 
Chiu ‘Yoo wan indicted on two 
counts (l) kidnapping Cha Shiu- 
kang on May 24th and (2) dotain- 
ing the boy against tho will of 
hie fathor. z 
—-Mr,.,.Nihill nppliod to. Mr, 
‘Justice Dyor Ball for pormisslow 
to road tho ovidonco of Chu Shiu- 
kang, whont, he said, had dis- 
appoarod under very peculiar 
circumstances. Tho polico had 
searched the last known address 
of ‘tho boy at seven o'clock this 
morning and ho was not to bo 
found. 


His Lordship’ pointed oat that 
he-was empowered to allow tho 
ovidonce to bo read if he was 
satisfied that the bdy was actually 
missing that morning. 

Chu Koi-chung, the father of 
tha boy, told the Court that tho 
boy always lived with him at 89, 
Namchoung Stract, Shamshuipo. 
On August LTth (Sunday) his son 
was brought from tho country at 
6 on, and at 7 o.m. ho was 
nowhorv to bo found, Witnoss 
hud not socn him since. 

Inspector Hutchins said he 
thoroughly - searched 89, Nam. 
cheung Street this morning and 


|the boy was not to bo found, 


Pormixsion to read tha evidence 
wus given, Oponing the Crown 
caso, Mr. Nihil! oxplained that if 
a person wan found guilty of 
stealing and. keeping a child, he 
could be convicted for kidnapping 
and for detaining, but if the child 
was stolon by ono person and 
detained by a second, tho sacond 
could be convicted for dotaining, 
but not for kidnapping. 

Tho boy concarned in the caso, 
Chu Shiu-kang, was tho don of a 
fairly woll-to-do tradesman who 
koops ashop iIn-Hongkong and o 
private residence in- Shamehuipo. 
Tho boy was born on July 18th. 
1910, and was thoroforo not 14 
whon taken away. On May 240n, 
the boy loft home goon after ten 
o'clock and went to tho “Star” 
Ferry, whore, apparently, ho 
hung sbout looking at tho busy 
scono. A man approached him 
and asked: him what ho was’ 
doing.’ Ho roplicd “Just pass- 
ing tho time "ond tho man then 
said " Come with mo and I will 
get you a job as an {cc-oronm 
yondor.". Tho jury would notice 
the subtlo lure offered to the 
boy.” Thoro was nothing moro 
calculated to disturb tho montal 
equilibrium of a small boy ona 
hot day, and it was not aurpris- 
ing ‘that ho wont quite willingly. 
Hilo ware~taken to ao houso in 


‘|Mongkok, but, as was natural, 


he was unoblo to say just whore. 
Tho - boy was quite cortoin 
that tho man in the dock 
was the man who took him thore" 
Tho little boy, his principal 
witness, was not available and 
thoy ware not ablo to producoa him 
in Court. 


Continuing, .Mr, Nihill said he 

could quite fairly aslc tho jury to 
draw what inferonce thoy, liked 
from tho fact that the coy dis- 
appeared within an hour of his 
boing specially brought from tho 
country to glvo avidonco in the 
case. . 
_ Going back to the boy's story, 
Mr. Nihil said ho was taken to 
the Kowloon-Canton Railway on 
May 26th and was takon to 
Somchun, just over tho bordor. 

Tho boy was thon.taken to o 
houso, locked in @ room and loft. 
‘As far as ho was concerned the 
glamour of tho odvdnturo had 
worn off and he asked to bo 
allowe is-fatho: 
Two days lator another little boy 
appeared on the scone and Chu 
Shiu-kaug- wae surprised as ho 
redognised. him ‘as 6 distant 
cousin who lived not far from 
him at Shamshuipo “|
